Clara Barton's Letler to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt 


On His Informing Her That He Could 
Not Serve on Board of Consul- 
tation of the Red Cross So- 
clety, Like Other 
Presidents Did.

New York, February 1.—Replying to 
the recent letter of the president’s sec- 
retary, George B. Cortelyou, requesting 
that public announcement be made that 
the president of the United States and 
his cabinet cannot serve as a board of 
consultation of the American National 
Red Cross, Miss Clara Barton, president 
of the society, has addressed an explana- 
tory letter to President Roosevelt. 

Referring to article 1V, of the consti- 
tution of the Red Cross, providing for a 
board of consultation, consisting of the 
president and his cabinet and certain 
high officers of the army, Miss Barton 
points out that this provision was fully 
indorsed by President Arthur and his 
entire cabinet, and accepted by succeed- 
ing administrations. Continuing, Miss 
Barton writes: 

“I recite these facts to you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, an earnest that neither was 
usurpation practiced nor discourtesy in- 
tended in the late needed changes of the 
article of the constitution. 

“Thus, Mr. President, if in the con- 
tinuing of your honored name and that 
of your cabinet in our administration 
of the Red Cross, I have committed an 
error so grave as to merit a reprimand 
and be required to make an open denial 
before the world of privileges I have 
assumed, the powers I have usurped, the 
disrespect shown the honored heads of 
the nation, and my unavoidable and deep 
humiliation thereat, I shall prove my 
good citizenship by exact and willing 
conformity with and obedience to the 
commands by the publication of your 
honored letter and such replies as I have 
been able to make, in order that no mis- 
understanding of your relations can pos- 
sibly occur.” 

The letter concludes thus: 

‘Trusting that these concessions, faith- 
fully submitted, may prove a sufficient 
notice and guarantee to the public of 
the disconnection which you desire from 
the organization which 1 have so long 
had the pain to conduct, I have the honor 
to subscribe myself, your obedient coun- 
trywoman, CLARA BARTON,”

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STORIES OF FINE DEEDS «~~ 
AS DONE BY BRAVE BOYS 


By H. Irving King. 
MONG the heroes of the American 
navy whose valiant deeds and high 
character are constant inspiration 
to the sailor boys of today, William 
Bainbridge occupies a place in the first 
rark. 

He distinguished himself:in three wars, 
and, dying, left behind him a reputation 
for valor, uprightness, truth and probity. 

Bainbridge was, in a wa@ as remark- 
able a boy as he was a man. He went to 
sea when he was 15, and at 19 he was a 
full-fledged captain in the merchant 
Service, having worked his way up to 
that position by sheer ability and force 
of character. 

Few times in this world has a boy of 
19 found himself a captain of a big ship; 
but Bainbridge was equa! to the position. 

Young Bainbridge first went to sea as 
an apprentice boy. He lived forward 
with the sailors and did a sailor’s work, 
but in addition he had to study certain 
hours every day and to learn mathemat- 
ics and navigation. His seamanship was 
being taught him all the time. 

Many merchant captains took appren- 
tices to sea with them in those days who 
learned to be officers in the hard but 
practical school of the forecastle. They 
were not usually made officers until they 
were of age—some of them were never 
able to get a berth aft. 

But when Bainbridge had been for 
three years before the mast he had 
shown such remarkable ability that the 
captain with whom he was sailing offered 
him the position of first mate in spite 
of the fact that he was only 18 years 
old. 

The owners of the vessel, however, de- 
cided to give the young man the place of 
firet mate on another one of their ships, 
the Cantor, sailing in the Holland trade. 
Waen the boy officer went on board the 
Cantor at Philadelphia he found the crew 
drunk and mutinous, and the captain un- 
able to contro) \.1.em: 

Bainbridge soon had the men under 
control, the ship hauled out into the 
stream and waat liquor there Was on 
board thrown overboard. 

This crew was a tough one and had no 
respect for the captain, who, in turn, 
was always “nagging” them. When the 
Cantor dropped anchor in the harbor of 
Rotterdam tae sailors managed to get 


night they got drunk and attacked the 
captain and second mate, intending te 
kill them, 

Hearing the noise of a scuffle, young 
Bainbridge grabbed his pistols and 
rushed on deck to find that the sailors 
dad the two officers down and were just 
about to murder them with their knives. 

Two men were bending over the sec- 
ond mate. Bainbridge brought the butt 
of one of his heavy pistols down on the 


the otaer by his collar, tripped up his 
heels and sent him spinning backwards 
down a hatchway. 

Before the men could recover from the 
surprise of the sudden and unexpected 
agsault, the boy mate had brought down 
two more with tae butt of his pistol. 

As he raised his arm for another blow 
his foot slipped and he went down on one 
‘knee. A man gprang at him with a knite 
and Bainbridge fired his pistol. But the 
powder flashed in the pan. The descend- 
ing knife caught its point on one of the 
brass buttons of the boy’s coat and, be- 
ing thus deflected, made a long rip in the 
the cloth, but did not reach the officer's 
body. 

The second mate now pulled himself -to- 
gether and with the aid of one of the 
sailors who stgod by the officers, they 
rescued the captain and drove the crew 
forward, where they were allowed to get 
sober and repentant. 

Tae captain, however, was scared by 
his experiences with the unruly crew 
and refused to go back to the United 
States in the Cantor. 

So young Bainbridge came home in 
command of her and under him the crew 
behaved themselves all the way over. 

His way was to treat the sailors square- 
ly, feed them well and keep them busy, 
and so he always had a happy ship. 

The owners of the Cantor were delight- 
ed with the way Bainbridge managed 
things, and as soon as he was nineteen 
they made him captain of the ship. 

After making three voyages as captain 
of the Cantor, Bainbridge was. made cap- 
tain of a new ship, the Hope. On his first 
voyage in the Hope he had-an encounter 
with a small British man of war, the 
captain of which desired to board - the 
American vessel and impress into the 
British navy such sailors as he took a 
fancy to—a littl habit the English had 
in those days, and which finally brought 
on the war of 1812. 

The Hope was armed with four 9-pound- 
ers, had plenty of muskets on board and 
Bainbridge had drilled the men in target 
practice since he had teen in command, 
in anticipation of just such an ocecur- 
rence. 

He refused to heave to at the command 
of the British vessel and a shot was fired 
at her which passed through the deck 
house. 

Instantly Bainbrdige let go with his 
double-shotted guns and after two broad- 
sides the British captain sang out that 
he had surrendered. 

There being- peace nominally between 
Great Britain and the United States at 
that time Bainbridge did not take pos- 
session of the English vessel, but after 
inquiring what ship she was and receiving 
the reply, “His majesty’s schooner Lin- 
net, commanded by Captain Sir Philip 
Townes,” sang out, “Will Captain Sir Phii- 
ip Townes please go about his business 


this ship he must send a greater force or 
a more ekilled commander?’ Then he 
sailed away for home. 

Bainbridge could now no longer be con- 
sidered as a. boy captain, ,though stil] 
extremely youthful for important com- 
mand, and the other adventures, triumphs 
and defeata which marked his most ac- 
tive and useful career are matters of his- 
tory. He entered the navy and found 
himself im command of a gunboat at the 
age of 2.

It is a matter of record that not 
onlv did he pay his obligations in full, 
but also with 7 per cent interest added. 
One of his creditors, it is said, feeling 
uneasy because of chaotic business con- 
ditions in the south af that time, offered 
to compromise his claim; but this offer 
Mr. Kyle stoutly declined. 

Mr. Kyle's long business career was 
characterized by that same strict sense of 
henesty, and it was not strange that he 
should be successful. The firm of J. Kyle, 
afterward J. Kyle & Co., .was. known 
throughout the southern states, and its 
record for fair and honorable dealings 
was firmly established. 

Mr. Kyl: is survived by his wife, but 
no children.

We feel that it would be none too great 
an undertaking, nor one in the least de- 
gree exceeding our real needs, if our 
present naval equipment as to ships, of- 
ficers and men were doubled, and this, 
too, within the very shortest 
period of time in which the 
may be secured. 

Adverting to the Monroe doctrine 
menace by the Germans in the Carib- 
bean, the circular declares truly that 
“the pretentious and portentous com- 
mercial occupation by foreign powers, 
in the world’s history, has generaliy 
preceded the practical assumption vt 
sovereignty.” 

Most American citizens will be in- 
clined to heartily agree with the 
Maritime Association that our navy, 
though greatly inproved of late years. 
is not yet up to the standard made 
imperative by our aggressive foreign 
policies. The defense of the Monroe 
doctrine alone, as European jealousy 
and lust of colonies increase, will en- 
tail a navy of the first-class, unless 
Wwe are‘ ready to allow that policy ¢o 
go by the board or be humiliated on 
account of it. It is certain that the 
American people, however, were nev- 
er so enthusiastically united in their 
loyalty to the Monroe doctrine. 

A correspondent of The London 
Times figures out the maintenance or 
the British navy as insurance to the 
empire’s merchant marine. Insuring, 
as it undoubtedly does, the safety of 
Britannia’s commerce on the sea, th2 
British navy might properly be takep 
aS an insurance policy, but the basis 
of computing the rate is not so easy 
to arrive at. This correspondent rea- 
Sons it out this way: 

The yearly cost of the navy, including 
the naval expenditures of India, Aus- 
tralia and ‘other colonies, is $170,000, 000, 
the tonnage of the mercantile marine is 
10,908,487 tons and the value of over-sea 
trade is yearly $6,783,722.755. On the basis 
of these facts it is figured out that the 
naval expenditure is 214 per cent of the 
yearly trade—a small ‘insurance pre- 
mium,’’ eompared with what some coun- 
tries pay. Russia, it is calculated, pays 
12% per cent, France 4.2 per cent, Italy 
6.9 per cent, Germany 1.8 per cent. the 
United States 3.3 per cent, and Japan 6.2 
per cent. What annoys The Times’ cor- 
respondent is that, while India and 
colonies do not take their share of 
naval expenditure, the United Kingdom 
protects their shipping. They get their 


“insurance” for next to nothing, while 


the United Kingdom foots the bill, really 
paying 3.6 percent. India pays but .3 
per cent, Autralia 1.4 per cent, otaer 
colonies .08 per cent.

It is, of course, against the “habit 
ual” toper that the new act is prin- 
cipally aimed. Its intention is to pre- 
vent such folks from getting any 
liquor whatever for a period of three 
years. AS soon as a man has been 
up before the magistrates as “drank” 
a sufficient number of times to stamp 
him as a “habitual,” saloon keepers 
will be furnished with his photograph 
and full particulars concerning him— 
Scotland Yard now publishes monthly 
an illustrated list of this kind—and 
forbidden to sell him any more drink 
for three years. Anyone who does s9 
is liable to a fine of from $50 up- 
wards. Anyone who “treats” a man 
thus blacklisted can be fined $10 or 
sentenced to a month’s hard labor. 
The drunkard himself, should he be 
caught asking for a drink during the 
three years of his deprivation, will 
be fined $5. Next time he is detected 
doing so he will be fined more heavily. 

Perhaps, however, the most import- 
ant two points about the new licensing 
act are those which, for the first 
time, the simple state of being drunk 
is made a cirminal offense and likewise 
the act of, on the part of a saloon 
keeper, of allowing a man already 
drunk to-get any drunker.

Sporty Prince Must Not Trade. 

Other English men and women of 
title may go into “trade” as much 
as they see fit—and they are going in 
for it more and more—but the mem- 
bers of the royal fami#y will not do 
so if King Edward can prevent it. 
The king has just put a determined 
veto on the plan of the gallant and 
sporty Prince Francis of Teck, who 
wanted to accept the tempting offer 
made to him by a wealthy “city” firm 
to represent thefh on the Londoa 
stock exchange. The prince is the 
son of the late duke of Teck and, in- 
cidentally, the brother of the princess 
of Wales who, in all probability, 
some day will be queen of England. 

The firm of Gordon, Hill & Co. of- 
fered his highness $15,000 a year for 
his services. Then several other 
houses made still higher offers and it 
began to look as if the prince could 
get about any salary he pleased if only 
he played the different bidders against 
each other skilfully enough. At this 
point, howevor, the king stepped in 
with the remark that Prince Francis’ 
going on ‘change was out of the ques- 
tion. His highness’ position as close 
relative of one of the most promi-

Larger Yield Per Acre. 

To Editor Constitution: Sir—I read in 
The Constitution, a few days ago, a very 
interesting article by Col. R. J. Redding, 
director of the Georgia Experiment S5ta- 
tion. on the value and importance of 
fertilizers. He made a number of most ex: 
cellent suggestions, The subject to which 
he addressed himself appeals to every 
farmer in Georgia. It is not necessary 
that one should advocate the purchase 
of commercial fertilizers or fertilizer ma- 
terial. That branch of the subject is res 
adjudicata. The farmers have settled 
that for themselves. Long ago, they 
recognized the fact that without concen- 
trated fertilizers they could not grow 
cotton. They are beginning now to use 
these fertilizers under corn, oats, wheat, 
melons, ete. 

To what extent are Georgla farmers us- 
ing commercial fertilizers? 

In 1891 they used 296,342 
483,028 tons, 

In 1885 they used 160,078 tons and made 
900,025 bales of cotton. In 138%, 226,03. 
tons’ were used-and_ 1,183,924 
cotton produced, The increase in fertili- 
zers used equalled 40.9 per cent.; increase 
in cotton crop, 23.3 per cent. 

| use these figures solely because they 
chanee to be at command. They teil 
a story which runs up and down the line 
from the first season, 1874-75, when 4%,- 
#48 tons were used, to 1991-02, when, as 
heretofore stated, 483,028 tons were pur- 
chased and used. 

I repeat, there 
line in advocacy of the general 
fertilizers. The point to be stressed is, 
that greater economy should be practiced 
in the use of commercial fertilizers. The, 
represent money, and true economy is the 
vigorous use of money. It is not econo- 
my to apply 140 pounds of a high grade 
fertilizer to an acre to be seedéd in col 
ton. To use fertilizers so that one-third of 
a bale of cotton is produced per acre 
is to practice the poorest economy. Bet- 
ter far, cheaper far, 300 pounds and a 
half bale per acre. Indeed, until the gen- 
eral average of cotton production in 
Georgia becomes one-half bale per acre, 
we may rest satisfied that we are out of 
step. 

With the best seed, with a thorough 
preparation of the soil, by a liberal appuii- 
cation of the best fertilizers—fertilizers 
rich in the food the plant demands, @ 
much higher general average vield per 
acre can be attained to. 

Last vear, I had enough of Berry's 
Early Big Boll cotton seed to plant 
two acres. My tenant was instructed 
where and how to plant’ the seed. He 
listened attentively and theh planted the 
seed according to his own idea—putting 
the whole of them on about nine-tenths 
of an acre. Three hundred pounds of a 
first-class fertilizers were applied to the 
piece. A good stand was obtained and 
the plants grew apace. At the period of 
fruiting they were held up by drought 
and bowed down by storm. The plants 
yielded 1,000 pounds of seed cotton. 

Large quantities of fertilizers will be 
purchased and used this year. It would 
be of infinite advantage to all the farm~ 
ers of the state if they would reduce 
the acreage and greatly increase the 
quantity of fertilizers to each acre. This 
should apply to cotton, corn, potatoes, 
etc. This policy thoughtfully pursued will 
reduce the cost of production and make 
glad the morning.

intimate—at times too intimate—contact 
with the man whom he was destined to 
introduce to thousands of readers under 
the name of Captain Kettle. “‘IKkettie” was 
not the name of the captain of the 
‘“‘tramp,’’ but in nearly every other respect 
the skipper was the counterpart of the lit- 
tle fire-eater of the stories. He was as 
full of firht, as foul of mouth, and yet, 
in his softer moods, as ardent a Method- 
ist as ‘“‘Kettle’’ himself. He was handy 
with his pistol, too, as Hyne had reason 
to remember, for when the captain's 
temper got the better of him the acting 
‘mate’ stocd as excellent a chance of 
being shot as 4id the rest of the crew. 
The real ‘‘Kettle,”’ however, neither play- 
ed the accordian nor wrote verses. These 
were the accomplishments of the fourth 
mate and the engineer respectively, but 
Hyne thought nimself justified in making 
his hero a “‘composite” character. 

Out of the voyage which he made under 
the captain's command, Hyne must have 
got material for a round dozen ‘“‘Kettie” 
stories. He says that the steamer’s en- 
gines broke down off the coast of New- 
foundland while he and the captain were 
playing poker in the cabin, and adds that, 
although the vessel, being light in ballast, 
rolled to 42 degrees, the skipper would not 
budge from the card table—relying on 
the engineer, who, like the rest of the 
men, was thoroughly under the spell of 
his trusty pistol to put matters to right. 
Hyne also says that when the crew mu- 
tinied one day and demanded that the 
ship returh to port_¢n the ground that 
their meat wasn't fit to eat, the captain 
drew his six-shooter, and, with a stream 
of imprecations, ordered the men below, 
vowing that he “beliéved if he gave them 
the liver-wing of a baked angel they 
would find fault with the stuffing.’ 

Despite the popularity of “‘Kettle’’ and 
Cutcliffe Hyne'’s other characters, little is 
known of the author's personality. He 
lives in a cosy little house in the sub- 
urbs of Bradford, in Yorkshire. His study 
overlooks a trim garden. Hyne, who is 
tall, clean-shaven and muscular, has been 
all over the world and keeps going, for 
it is a part of his creed that the modern 
writer of fiction must Know intimately 
the lands in which his stories take place, 
the world having, in his opinion, taken to 
traveling to too great an extent to make 
a novel written with the aid of a guide 
book pass muster. The writer's latest 
wanderings have been in southern Mo- 
roccd and it is significant to note that 
in southern Moroccv, too, take place the 
latest adventu@es of Captain Kettle— 
which, by the way, are to be the last, 
Hyne's tales of the little skipper now 
number thirty-eight.

the Moors as Fas, meaning 
“a hoe.” It is one of the most ancient 
and picturesque of all eastern cities, and 
also one of the dirtiest and most fanatl- 
cal, well meriting the appellation givels 
it by a recent French visitor, of ‘‘une 
ville infecte.”” With many advantages 
bestowed upon it by nature; set in groves 
of orange, lemon, pomgranate, traversed 
from end to end by hundreds of rills of 
running water, the very sound of which 
is almost a sacred thing to the Moors, 
containing splendid specimens of an- 
cient Arab art, reminding the traveller 
constantly of the glories of the Alham- 
bra; surrounded by massive bat- 
tlemented medeeval walls, original- 
ly of immense strength; within 
easy distance of the - Mediteranean 
and Atlantice—with all these extraordl- 
nary advantages it is one of the notbeds 
of the world for filth and fanaticism, one 
of the last refuges of that true Islamism 
which revels in both. 

The Rhapsody of Abou-el-Fadhl.

Alas! the “freshness” inhaled in Fez, 
whatever it may have been in the days 
of Abou-el-Fadh! ben el Nakhouy, who 
thus extols it. is, nowadays, laden with 
fever; the honeyed waters bear along ty- 
phoid; the soil, saturated by the uncared- 
for water-courses, exhales pestilence. And 
thus a place which, in the hands of a 
civilized race, might be a _ paradise, 
is. in the hands of its bigoted and retro- 
grade possessors, a sink,’ and Augean 
stable, to be cleansed only by the broom 
of some European power, as cleared it 
must be some day. 


The Founding of the City. 

Indrees II was the founder of Fez, in 
the one hundredth and _  ninety-second 
vear after the Hegira, which corresponds 
to the year 808 of the Christian era. The 
site was found for him by his vizer, 
the abundance of water having decided 
in its favor. There were sixty springs 
on the site, and luxuriant vegetation. The

the old Fez (Fas el Bali), and it was 
divided into two regions, the Andalus 
bank of the river, and the Karueen bank. 
The dwellers on the Andalus bank were 
those who had been turned out of Spain 
by one of the early caliphs; the Karueen 
folk were of eastern origin, and they 
were generally fighting one with the oth- 
er, In 1204 the walls were built, and in 1274 
the new town, Fas Jadeed, was erected. 
Soon afterwards the mosques and palaces 
were built, and since that time there has 
been little or no change in the aspect of 
the town. Fez is, therefore, practically 
a thirteenth century Oriental city, just 
as it was at the time of the last crusades, 
and it gives to tae stranger who sees it 
for the first time an indescribable ir:n- 
pression of picturesque and warlike 
grandeur, with its battlemented~- wails 
and gates, and its three outlying forts, 
which, however, were only built in 1590. 
In many ways, says Mr. Meakin, wao 
knows Morocco probably better than any 
other living European, Fez may be favor- 
ably compared with even such famous 
cities as Sairaz or Baghdad, but in Spite 
of the glories of Constantinople and 
Cairo, Damascus and Jerusalem, he 
thinks none of them excel Fez in interest 
or artistic effect. 


The Great Mosques. 

The mosque and tomb of the founder 
are among the most sacred in all Africa; 
the very streets approaching it are so 
holy that Jews. Christians, and four- 
footed beasts are not allowed in them: 
within the bars which mark off the 
sacred. ground may often be seen the 
refugees, who find there an inviolable 
sanctuary. The actual tomb and its sur- 
roundings are the finest in Morocco; the 
Walls are hung with gold-braided hang- 
ings, the ceiling is exquisitely carved and 
painted, and from it hang some astonish- 
ing chandeliers. The art of the Alham- 
bra is here rivalled, and possibly even 
excelled. So great is the sanctity of the 
spot, however, that only two or three 
Europeans have ever been known to efi- 
ter it. It would mean Islam or death 
for an infidel were he found in’ any 
mosque in Morocco, but here, at the tomb 
of Idrees, in Fez, probably the option of | 
Islam would be withdrawn. Almost as 
famous is the mosque of the Karueen, 
founded in A. D. 85® and. like Idrees’ 
containing many notable works of ancient 
art. It is the largest mosque in all 
Africa, and there have been nearly thirty 
thodsand worshippers.in it at the Friday 
prayers. From the tower of this 
mosque, for five hours preceding dawh, 
ten muezzins sutcessively anv incessantly 
chant for half an hour the praises of 
God. It now contains only a remnant of 
a once world-famous library. 

The Water Supply. 

it has been stated recently, among the 
news that has come through Tangier to 
Europe, that the rebels have cut Off tne 
water supply of Fez. This must mean 
that the supply of the chief spring about 
eight miles outside the city, where there 
is a strong fort, has been tampéred with. 
This spring hecomes the Fez river, and 
it is led off into channels as it enters 
the town, and so is distributed to all the

All th 
Streets in eithe® town are narrow, and 
are constructed so as to exclude the sun 
as much as possible; many streets ar 
covered with a trellis work of reeds, 
often entwined with creepers and Vines, 
A pen picture of them has been given by 
a recent traveler. ‘In consequence Of the 
exclusion of the sun’s rays which 
brought about by these narrow 
Streets,”’ he says, ‘“‘the inhabitants of Fe; 
are remarkable for the pallor of thep 
complexions. The Fezzis have naturally 
light skins, and red-haired men are ne 
uncommon. Any enterprising manage 
in search of the realistic who might 
tempted to import a real live Moor as iy 
Othello, under the impression that iy 
would be ready blacked all over by m 
ture, would be sadly disappointed if bs 
happened to get hold of a Fezzi.”

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PASTOR OBSERVES 
HIS ANNIVERSARY 


Dr. A. R.. Holderby Has Served Moore 
Memorial Church for 13 Years. 


WORK OF CHURCH REVIEWED 


Dr. Holderby Is Now the Oldest Pas- 
tor in Atlanta in Point of Ser- 
vice—He Began Duties of 
the Pastorate Sunday, 
February 1, 1890. 


Dr. A. R. Holderby, 
Memorial Presbyterian church, 
day observed the thirteenth anniversary 
of his pastorate. 

Dr. Holderby is now the oldest pastor 
in Atlanta, in mint of service with any 
one church. During the thirteen years he 
Fas occupied the pulpit of Moore Me2mo- 
rial church he has accomplished muecn 
£00d work, not alene tn that one church, 
but in various other undertakings in the 
city. An interesting coincidence connect- 
ed with the anniversary is the fact that 
Dr. Holderby preaehed his first germon 
“aS pastor of Moore Memorial churen on 
Sunday, February 1, 18%. 

At the morning service yesterday 
Holderby reyiewed the work 
church during his pastorate and 
of its progress and prospertty along dlf- 
lerent lines. He selected as his text Deu- 
teronomy viii, 2: “And thou shalt re- 
member al] the way which the [.ord tay 
God led thee,”’ etc. 

The discourse, in substance, 

“Just thirteen years ago 
pastor stood before yodu 
time, an well does he remember the 
cordial greeting extended to him by this 
.oyal peovle. Some of them have passed 
over the river. It may not be inappro- 
priate on this anniversary occasion to 
refer to some things the Lord has uone 
for us during those eventful years and 
to remember all the way which ihe Lord 
our God has led us. Do not Iet us Le 
scared about the number ‘Thirteen,’ 
which. silly and superstitious people cail 
an unlucky number. There dre mary 
people who call themselves Christians 
who have a superstitious dread of the 
number ‘thirteen’ and who look with 
epprehension upon any event or upon 
any circumstance in which taat number 
happens to occur. How foolish, ridiculous 
4nd’ wicked! 

“To the people of God there should be 
no such superstitious and silly fear. God 
rules and therefore we should not fear. 
If God ig a sovereign God and if He 
oiders and controls our lives, tien there 
can be no such thing as chance tn His 
government. The word ‘luck’ should 
have no place in the vocabulary of a 
Christian. The word was coined the 
infidelity; God's plans have all been ar- 
ranged and designed in the councils of 
eternity, so that no number nor any 
other thing can have any bearing upon 
the life or destiny of any man. Let us 
be glad in the celebration of this, our 
thirteenth anniversary, end remember ali 
the way which the Lord our 10d has 
led us. Truly, our God has us 
through all those years and through all 
the previcus years of our past history as 
4 church. 

“These past thirteen years have been 
somewhat remarkable, taking al] things 
into consideration. This is now: the long- 
est pastorate in the city. There are other 
ministers in this city older than your pas- 
tor and who have been here a longer 
period, but none so long in the service 
of one church, as far ‘as my knowledge 
extends. And then, too, the growth of 
the church is deserving of notice. From

‘In all those thirteen years the doors 
of this church have never been closed 
for lack of service on any Sabbath.

In remembering how the Lord has lIed 
us, I cannot forbear mentioning the 
pleasant and cordial relations which have 
existed between pastor, officers and mem- 
bers. Not one unpleasant word has ever 
marred the relations during all thos2 
This cannot be said of every pas- 
torate. There has been, also, the spirit of 
will among the membership. 

“The church has been remarkably su-- 
cessful in its finances, all things consid- 
ered. The contributions from the mem- 
bers have doubled ang the small in- 
debtedness contracted from time to time 
has been promptly met.

A man who says he has suffered many 
iis and tribulations on account of marry- 
ing too many widows is G. O. Thomason, 
who is now behind the bars at the police 
barracks on account of recent trouble 
with his last widow-wife.

He was arrested yesterday morning by 
Patrolman J. B. Wilson on a peace war- 
rant sworn out by his wife, and he will 
remain in jail for some time if he is or- 
derei held by Justice Bateman and fails 
to make the necessary bond. 

Thomason was married 
about five years ago. The 
considerable property, and his friends 
thought he had feathered his financial 
nest, but the widow kept her hand as well 
as her eye on her property, and Thomason 
sot none of.it. The couple feil out and 
the volice began to take a hand in their 
marital troubles. On one occasion the 
wife swore that she caught Thomason un- 
der her house, after she had run him out, 
and he had gone there to seare her at 
night. Thomason secured a divorce. Ina 
short while he met another widow, Mrs. 
Eva Pearsen, and he was soon married 
to her. His friends advised him to ‘“be- 
var? of vidJers,”’ but he would not Tfisten 
to the voice of-experience. 

The most remarkable feature in, Thoin- 
ason's alliances with widows was his ar- 
rest and trial for marrying a widow 
whom he had never even seen. After he 
married his first widow he was locked up 
cn the charge of bigamy, it being aileged 
that he had married a young widow in 
Greenville, this state, fourteen years ago 
The jury failed to convict.

Universalism interprets 
the Bible, and because the interpretation 
is unlike that of: another denomination 
gives no ground for charging denial. 
Each denomination has its own peculiar 
view of the scriptures in some respects. 
In the matter of the Eucharist the 
man Catholic draws from the Bible the 
doctrine of ‘transubstantiation.” The 
Lutheran finds ‘consubstantiation.” The 
finds neither. As to bap- 
tism the Baptist churches see in the 
Bible nothing but immersion, while the 
Methodists discover sprinkling, the 
Greek church pouring and the Univer- 
salist church admits them all. 

“The Calvinist reads his Bible and per- 
soldi therein the decrees of God 
strongly declared as to limit man’s free- 
dom. but the Wesleyan peruses the same 
book and beholds the freedom of man 
so clearly set forth that it limits the 
decrees of God, making them merely pvo- 
tential. These differences exist in all 
sincerity and honesty, and it is mani- 
festiy unfair for one church to charge 
the other with ‘denying’ the Bible. 

“T'niversalists find their. doctrines all 
in the’ Bible. Their articles of faith, 
hundred vears ago, affirm: 
‘We helieve that the holy scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments contain a 
revelation of the character of God and 
of the duty, interest and final destina- 
tion of mankind.’ 

‘l'niversalists accept the 
the Bible, ever having in 
many things are written In 
which are not taught there. 
contains the statements of 
of liars and deceivers, of ignorant men 
who were sincere but mistaken. In the 
case of Job’s comforters, to whom the 
Lord said, ‘My wrath is kindled against 
thee for thou hast not spoken of 
me the thing that is rmght,’ we have an 
illustration in point. So faith tn the 
scriptures as God's revelation, like faith 
in the stars as His handiwork, calls for 
the use both of reverence and of reason.

“The same thought maintains in rela- 
tion to the Christ. 

“It has been stated that Universalists 
deny the Master. On the contrary the 
l’niversalist church [{s perhaps the only 
Christian denomination which has put 
in its articles of faith an affirmation 
which shows the largest possible confi- 
dence in and honor to the Master of 
men. This appears in the declaration, 
‘We believe in the final harmony of all 
souls with God,’ and the motto of the 
church, which is ‘Christ will conquer.’ "’ 
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Dr. William J. Holtzclaw, the pastor, 
preached at the morning service on 
‘“‘Moses and the Burning Bush.’ The 
text was chosen from Exodus ili, 2: ‘‘And 
the angel of the Lord appeared unto him 
in a flame of fire out of the midst of a 
bush: and he looked, and, behold, the 
bush was not consumed.” He said In 
part: 

‘“‘Moses lived a hundred 
years, which were divided into three 
periods of forty years each. Beginning 
Wic. the time he was discovered in the 
basket of bulrushes, on the bosom of the 
Nile, by the daughter of Paraoh, he was 
forty years in the court of Egypt. Forty 
years he was a shepherd in the desert, 
and forty years he was the chosen leader 
of the children of Israel. Moses had just 
rounded out the second period of forty 
years when the angel of the Lord ap- 
peared unto him, and when the voice of 
tne Lord said, “Draw not nigh hither: 
put off thy shoes from off thy feet, for 
the place whereon thou standest is holy 
ground.’ 

“At the age of three score and ten 
Moses had a new mission in life. He 
was now the servant of the Lord in an 
especial sense. He was leader and law- 
giver in Israel. This ‘burning bush was 
intended to teach great lessons. In the 
first place it signified the lowliness of the 
church. ‘ 

“Why did not the burning flames ap- 
pear in the branches of some lofty oak 
o. the forest? It was only a thorny bush 
that seemed to be enrapped in flame. 
The church of Christ has never been 
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represented by anything that would in- 
cicate loftiness, but always by that which 
carried with it the idea of lowliness or 
meekness. If there are those in the 
world whose conception of the chureh is 
different from this they do not have the 
Scriptural idea. The New Testament 
church was not now in existence, but it 
was prefigured by this scene. At this 
lime the chosen people of God were in 
Egyptian bondage, in a state of degra- 
dation and Slavery. 

“When Christ was on the earth the 
church was in its infancy and made up 
publicans and fishermen and others of 
lowly rank. One reason for this is seen 
in the conduct of the rich young ruler 
who could not give up his money for the 
benefit of the poor, notwithstanding the 
fact that he wated to do some good thing. 
We can't love the fashions of the world 
and seek the honors of men and be true 
followers of the meek and lowly Nazgar- 
ene. The church is not made up of 
priests with costly robes nor attractions 
of earthly splendor, but faithful believ- 
ers in the Lord Jesus Christ who have 
bowed their necks to the yoke of Him 
who is meek and lowly in heart, and 
Who makes the burden light. 

“And, yet, the church is elevated: This 
burning bush was on the top of Mount 
Horeb. Humble though the church may 
be, She is elevated before men by the 
fact that her foundation is the Rock of 
i.ternal Ages. Elevated by Him who 
said, ‘Ye are the light of the world.’ 
Isaiah says: ‘The mountain of the Lord’s 
house shall be established on the tod 
of the mountains.’ And. again, the same 
prophet says: ‘And in this mountain the 
1.0rd of Hosts will make a feast for all 
aiKe.’ 

“Notice the situation of the church is 
prefigured by the burning bush. As thé 
bush was in the wilderness, so also is 
the church. A wilderness of sin. God's 
people are still passing through the wil- 
uerness to the land of promise. As they 
pass they are to be tried in the fire. The 
three Hebrew worthies were in the fiery 
furnace, but the smell of fire was not or 
their garments. This burning bush repre- 
sented the condition of suffering Israel 
and applies to the church with all its 
suffering and trials. The pages of ec- 
clesiastical history are filled, in many 
instances, With the story of the suffer- 
ings of the followers of Christ in all the 
ages, under the heavy hand of persecu- 
uon, These sufferings have served to 
keep the church separate from the world 
and to force her to cling more tenacious- 
iy to her suffering head. We are jarned 
in the sacred writings, that God's people 
shall have tribulations, and that the cap- 
tain of our salvation should he made per- 
fect by sufferings. 

“The preservation anq perpetuity of the 
church is assured notwithstanding the 
flame. Men of all ranks and nations 
have joined hands with the enemies of 
God in persecution. Even kings have 
covenanted together for the destruction 
of the church and were themselves de- 
Stroyed. Pharaoh was swallowed up by 
the waters of the Red Sea. The Canaanit- 

kings fel one after another until all 
were gone. By one stroke of the mighty 
~and of God Amelek was blotted out of 
existence. Belshazzar was slain in a 
drunken debauchery. Wicked Herod was 
eaten of worms. So with men in every 
age, who lifted a hand against God. God's 
presnee is prefigured by the burning bush, 
‘God called unto him gut of the midst of 
the burning bush.’ He is in the midst 
of his church to strengthen her for every 
trial and conflict. He is there to com- 
fort and sustain, to ward off the strokes, 
and to bring her off more than conquerer 
at last. The church of God is a holy 
place—‘The place whereon thou standest 
is holy ground.’ 

there are some sénsationalists who 
tell us that it does not matter how you 
act in the house of God, and that you 
can laugh, and talk, and jest, as you 
do in a theater. This is false and shows 
a low and morbid conception of what 
God's house ts. The church is not the 
house, but the house of God is the meet- 
ing place of the church. It is not merely 
a place where people meet, but the place 
where God meets people if He can afford 
to do it. There are many places called 
churehes where God has never gone and 
ever will, 

“God requires purity on the part of 
those who constitute his church. Purity 
of heart and purity of motives. ‘Put off 
thy shoes from off thy feet." How much 
fitness is there in a rotten politician for 
the church of Jesus Christ?’ Such a man 
is a stench in the nostrils of God. Sin- 
ful pursuits are not consistent with the 
walk of a true child of God. The light 
of the Son of God cannot shine out of 
a life that is corrupt. An imposter may 
impose upon the church for a time, but 
God will cut him down. The buildivg 
on a sandy foundation cannot stand.” 
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A series of sermons on the great truths 
which will be heard by large congrega- 
tions were announced In the Second Bap- 
tist church Dr. White will 
discuss in their order the great doctrines 
of the BiBle. 

He introduced the study at the morn- 
ing service yesterday in a sermon on 

“My Creed—‘I Believe.’ ”’ 

The sermon was listened to by several! 
hundreds of people. 

Dr. White spoke in part as follows: 

“Every time a man thinks he reas- 
the dignity and reprociaims the 
power With which God has crowned the 
human as His royal race. According to | 
the Scriptures it was in the full pos- 
session of this power that man, the liv- 
ing soul image in the Almighty mind, 
was commissioned bare fisted to go out 
and subdue the earth. According to 
science it is in the enjoyment of this 
distinction that by slow and steady proc- 
esses man has liftéd himself from his 
hands and feet. straightened the curva- 
ture of his spine, cast off claw arti tooth 
and erected his throne over the lower 
creation. 

“To think is man exercising the pre- 
rogative that has determined his sover- 
eign rank in the moral and physical uni- 
verse. It is man in an attitude truly 
sublime—an estdte bordering on dtvinity. 
So high is this power of the human be- 
ing rated that we are slow to be con- 
vineced that anywhere within the range 
ef human capability there can be any 
poWér or process of the soul sublimer. 

“But it is my purpose to propose this 
morning and sustain the proposition that 
there is for every mana possible attain- 
ment of being higher than that of the 
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of the soul than thought. It is that of 
the believer. It is faith. The believer 
stands related to the whole environment 
ef being in a higher degree and extent 
of correspondence than the thinker. One 
ean think without believing; but one 
cannot believe without thinking. It does 
not take much of 2 man to be a believer, 
but it takes all there is of him. Thought 
iq of the intellect only. Faith is born in 
the wedlock of head and heart. The 
assumed superiority of the thinker over 
the believer will not stand the test of 
scienti#fte definition any more than it 
stands the test of the Scriptures. Science 
declares life to. be measured by the ex- 
tent and perfectness with which the fac- 
ulties and powers of being correspond 
with environment. Herbert Spencer says 
that perfect human faculties in perfect 
correspondence with a perfect environ- 
ment would be nothing less than eternal 
life. The believer. therefore, surpasses 
the thinker both in degree and extent 
of life. The man who has a creed—who 
ean say ‘I believe,’ is a man in the full- 
ext exercise of power; and his affirma- 
tion is the subiimest utterance it is pos- 
sible for the human being to make. 

“One of the best definitions of educa- 
tion Is this: ‘Ed@ucation is to want some- 
thing; to know what you want, to know 
where to find it when you want it, and 
to know what to do with it when you 
find it’. The educative process through 
which a Christian as a believer passes 
tn arriving at the full benefit and value 
of his creea is Mke unto this. First to 
‘helieve.’ Second, to know what he De- 
lleves. Third to know why he believes 
if Fourth, to incarnate his creed into 
character and illustrate it in conduct. 
The first step toward the realization of 
the Christian’s creed is faith, simple, 
trustful, possibly ignorant—the consent 
of the soul to God. Second, faith and 
knowledge resulting in a more or less 
definite statement of truths beileved in. 
Third, faith, knowledge and reason agree- 
ing in an intelligent confidence in the 
ascertained and experienced truths of 
Revelation. Fourth, the inworking of the 
creed thus held Mto the life, until the 
believer becomes the embodiment of 
what he believes—‘ a living epistle known 
and ‘read of all men.’ Consciously or un- 
consciously evéry well developed Chris- 
tian passes through this process of 
growth ‘in grace and in the knowledge of 
the Lord Jesus ChriIs%.’ 

“Sweeping denunciation of creeds is a 
very cheap and_= superficial business. 
Creeds are good or bad according to what 
they are and according to whvw makes 
them. ‘Credo’—‘I believe’—is an affirma- 
tion as natural to the soul as ‘Puto’—‘T 
think’—is natural for the mind. When 4 
Baptist says he has no creed, he doesn't 
mean it. He has if he is a believer at all, 
the most rigid of creeds. He has a creed 
that no conférence or council can change 
—a creed sternly exacting of his faith. 
What he really means is that he sub- 
scribes. to no formal human interpreta- 
tion, but to the ‘ipse dixit’ of the New 
Testament. And even then his statement 
is qualified by the fact that he must 
think in terms intelligible to himself and 
is under the necessity, therefore, of as- 
certaining for himself what the scriptures 
say to him, and which he must needs put 
in words that best convey their mean- 
ing. An intelligent Baptist has a creed, 
the only authority for which he acknowl- 
edga: is the scriptures themselves. His 
Obligation to his creed does not cease 
when jhe knows it, but only when he has 
translated it into his life. 

‘There has been much discussion lately 
in our denominational press over the 
newly coined word ‘Baptisticism'—a word 
which is to express for the Baptists what 
‘Methodism,” ‘Eiresbyterian,’ ‘“Congrega- 
tionalism’ express for other denomina- 
tions. It seems that the word ‘Baptis- 
ticism’ is determined to drag its sesquli- 
pedalion lemgth into our vocabulary. I 
for one welcome it if it means what I 
think it means. According to its authors 
‘Baptisticism’ is the outworking in 
character and conduct of the inworked 
creed of the Baptists. It is the realiza- 
tion of the truths Baptista believe in 
daily living and doing. It is preaching 
the truths they hold with sweet ‘reason- 
ableness’—‘holding the truth in love,’ but 
holding it deep written in the soul. It 
is the trdnslation in practice of the text, 
‘Be readv always’ to give an answer to 
everv’ man that asketh you a reason for 
the hope that is in you with meekness 
and fear.’

It is a notable fact that the criminal 
annals of the country show Birmingham 
to be the most disorderly municipality 
in the union. More arrests are made 
there in proportion to the population 
than in any other city In the union. It 
is contended that much, if not all, of this 
reputation Is due to the fact that when 
the term of a convict miner expires he 
is furnished with a suit of citizens’ 
clothes and turned loose in Jefferson 
county, where the mines are located, 

Having learned the mining business, 
it is but natural that he should engage 
in that industry. It is these former 
convicts, it Is claimed, who fill the jails 
of Jefferson county and congest the 
dockets of the courts with criminal cases, 
It has also made the administration of 
justice in Jefferson county an enormous 
expense to the county and has hazzarded 
the security of life and property there. 

It is the object of Mr. Benner’s bill to 
remedy this condition. Mr. Benner, in 
discussing his bill, said that it had, how- 
ever, a dual purpose. 

“All of the convicts,” said he, “are 
not innately bad. Some of them have

MIlis Dill pro- 
v'des that all barbers plying thelr trade 
in Alabar:a shall be licensed much in 
the same manner as public school teach- 
€rs are now licensed. Under its terms 
an applicant for license must 
demonstrate his ability and his 
Wrastery of his trade to a_- state 
board of five examiners. The bill 
provides also for cleanly and wholesome 
shops; and that all proprietors of barber 
shops must ke2n theiz implements and 
appliances in a clean ana healihy condi- 
tion. Mr. Cunningham says that his bill, 
if passed, wiil greatiy agsist In the pre- 
vention of th? spréadi cf contagious dls- 
eases and will be of great assistance 
to state and county heutrch officers in 
stamping out epidemics.

Mest of the oldtime lobbyists who have 
looked in on ‘the present legislature have 
been impressed with the fact of the 
youthfulness of the members of the sen- 
ate and the mature appeurance of the 
average member of the house. Until tiie 
new constitution went into cffect no man 
less than twenty-seven years of age 
could qualify as a s2anator. The constitu- 
tion, however, now places the minimum 
age at twenty-five, and there are three 
or four members whose ages come burely 
inside of this limit. Senators 
Morgan, Smith of Clay, and Ne&mith of 
Lamar, are all in their twenty-sixth 
years, and .are three of the very brightest 
legislators in the assembly. 

It was at first expect?i that the house, 
by reasoa of the predominance there of 
older and mere settled members. would 
be the more conservative of the two 
bodies, althoveh this would have reversed 
the experience of all time in Alabama, 
but developments have not scemed {to 
point that way, and the younger sena- 
tors are abundantly proving that a man 
can be young and wise ut the same time. 


May Adopt Atlanta’s Plan. 

There is some talk here even among 
the anti-dispensary men relative to es- 
tablishing in the larger cities of Alabama 
liquor iaws similar to those now in effect 
in Atlanta. 

The schedule of ‘iquor laws now being 
discussed for the larger towns makes 
provision about as follows: That all sa- 
loons shall be .closed at 10 o’ciock at 
night; that each shall pay in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,000 a year for its license; 
that no saloon shall be located out of the 
fire limits except the beer saloons, which 
shall pay ar annual license of some $200; 
that no screen or frost window snall 
be placed in front of saloons; that a vio- 
lation of the saloon law gkail amount to 
a forfeiture of license. 

It is suggested that these laws might 
very properly apply to five or six of the 
largest cities in the state, and that the 
dispensary system might be made to em- 
trace ak of the other towns, excepting 
perhaps eight or ten which would rebel. 
what can be done 
with these eight or ten towns’? This ap- 
pears to be clearly an anti-whisky legis- 
lature, and it is safe to predict that every 
real safeguang that can be thrown around 
the traffic will be provided. 


NEW FACTORY FOR TOCCOA. 


Bobbin and Spool Plant To Be Put 
Up at Once. 

Toccoa, Ga., February 1.—(Special.)— 
D. M. Reeves, of this city, has recently 
purchased the Simpson lumber company 
plant located in Toccoa and will convert 
it into a bobbin and spool factory and 
run In connection with the factory and 
foundry and machine shops. 

A large part of the machinry for the 
new plant is already here and the rest 
has been ordered. The factory will be 
completed in about thirty days and will 
immediately be put in full operation. 
The piant when completed will cost about 
$10,000. Fred Wilson, of Toccoa, will be 
asociated with Mr. Reeves and have 
charge of the machine shops and foundry.
